A prizewinner in the 1987 International Clarinet Society Competition, Peter Stoll was also that 
year Solo Clarinetist with the World Orchestra of Jeunesses Musicales in Berlin and Vienna. Asa 
member of the Toronto Philharmonia, Mr Stoll has performed the Glazunov Saxophone Concerto 
at the Ford Centre. He has performed with the contemporary music groups Continuum, which 
toured western Canada, and ERGO, which travelled to Munich, Germany in 1999, where they will 
make their return appearance this June. 


Mr. Stoll was involved in three recent CD releases: with Continuum; as part of the University of 
Toronto/Canadian Brass All-Star Band; and as soloist in composer John Gladwell’s Concerto for 
Clarinet and MIDI. He teaches clarinet and chamber music at the University of Toronto and 
adjudicates music festivals frequently, including recently at the Woodwind Division at the finals of 
the National Music Festival in Winnipeg, where he also performed as soloist in the 50th 
Anniversary Gala concert of the festival. 


Andrew Gilpin, born in Edmonton in 1974, is completely self-taught at the piano. He 
accompanied the Simcoe Chorale from 1989-1994, as well as performing with the Andrew Gilpin 
Trio, which he formed in 1991. The Trio’s first CD, entitled “And All That Jazz” was released in 
1992. In addition to appearing on CBC Radio’s “Morningside” and “Radio Noon” in Canada, Mr. 
Gilpin has performed as pianist and Assistant Music Director for the Albuquerque Civic Light 
Opera and Boston’s Wheelock Family Theatre. Mr. Gilpin has recently released a CD entitled 
“Multiplicity” which includes jazz and classical, vocal and instrumental, and features his major 
work for choir and soprano soloist, “Gloria”. Mr. Gilpin and Mr. Stoll have formed a duo named 
“Ebony and Ivory”.
